"If we had five persons implicated in 


incendiary fires and confessions were 
obtained from four of them, their tes- 
timony uncorroborated would not be 
sufficient to convict (he fifth person. 
This is one of the legal rollcs of anti- 
quity that remains without rhyme or 
reason and often is the means of the 
most guilty escaping punishment an'd 
continuing their nefarious practices. 
It is my opinion that incendiarism is 
responsible for an astonishing percent- 
age of the loss ratio." 


Temptation Offered 


As for the third flaw—"The policy 


of the law in this stale, and many oth- 
ers," Mr. Gentry said, "is So designed 
as to furnish temptation for the per- 
son who might be inclined to sell his 
property to an insurance company. It 
even makes such a procedure profit- 
able." 
"Under the slate law the insurance 


company must pay the face value of 
the policy whenever there is total de- 
struction of property, regardless of Ihe 
actual value of the property. A man 
may succeed in getting his belongings 
insured for twice their value, but once 
the policy is issued there is nothing 
the company can do about it after- 
ward. 


"If none but Ihe contracting parlies 


in such deals were affected that situa- 
tion might be considered one of small 
amount, but in reality the entire in- 
suring public is involved, Mr. Gentry 
said. 


"It is not the insurance companies 


that pay for such fictitious losses; it is 
the public, paying higher rates than

three southern states, and over 
one elector in Oregon, were dis- 
puted, and the New Yorker fonnd 
himself short only one electoral 
vote from the presidency. 


The Civil War'had left Repub- 
licans still In control in the diH- 
puted 
states—:Sputh 
Carolina, 


Florida, and Louisiana—and so 
the controlling election boards re- 
turned their votes lor Hayes. The 
Democrats disputed these returns 
and the decision was left to Con- 
gress, That body appointed a com- 
mission of eight Repul)! loans and 
seven Democrats, and so, by pure- 
ly a partisan vote o£ 8 to 7, Hayes 
became president in 1S77. 


Hayes' appreciation was states- 


manlike. He withdrew all north- 
ern troops from the south and, 
firmly in office, even declared that 
he believed the Democrats actu- 
ally had carried the disputed 
southern states! He remained in 
office for one term, after which he 
retired to his estate at Fremont, 
O. He died, at the age of 70, in 


1893.

Eighteen years after the" armistice, 


requests still stream into the war 
ministry from the devastated refiions 
that explosives found in the fields be 
cnrtcd away. 


The war ministry reports that from 


January 1930 to January 1936, there 
were 4.320 such demands, that 1,450.000 
tons of high explosives were removed 
and 107,000 tons—too dangerous to dis- 
place—were destroyed on the spot. 


After the war, the ministry of the 


$ibernlcd rcgiorts inaugurated shell 
reclamation service to rid tho battle- 
fields of unexplodcd missiles. 


Handled With Care 


Excavated shells, handled with care, 


first are submitted to a "dismantling" 
test, an operation which consists of 
withdrawing the fuse, if possible. The 
operaor works behind a heavy, armor- 
ed stei1! protector. 


If the fuse can be extracted, the con- 


tents of the shell arc emptied, placed 
in special containers, sealed and re- 
turned to the government. If the fuse 
resists tho operation, the shell 
is 


detonated. 


Shells of the latter variety—termed 


"defective"—arc buried in a deep hole. 
Several inches above the interred shell 
is placed a quantity of dynamite or 
other explosive material, u detonator 
and a long fuse. The length of the fuse 
is calculated to give 
the operators 


ample time to run for cover.

"Children and young adults who

crete under a double roof. Those 
rooms, about 20 feet square, are enter- 
ed at either end of covered passages 
connected with the two ends of I ha 
U-shaped workers' dwelling. 


Each room is a unit by itself, cle- 


tochcd from the others and haying is 
individual connection with the shell - 
er's main ventilating 
system. 
The 


walls arc six inches thick, the ceiling 
12. Above this thick ceiling, heavily 
reinforced with steel, is a 16-inch air 
cushion and above that is a second, 
or surface, roof. 


Filtered air from the refuge is drawn 


through a chimney which is to have 
its intake 120 feet above the ground. 
In this way thd engineers 
hope to 


avoid the heavy gasses which probably 
would be used in an attack. 


Pumps are lo be installed which will 


work electrically 011 by hand. 
The 


plans call for a pressure inside the 
chambers great enough lo prevent any 
seepage of air from the outside in case 
ciacks develop in any of the rooms. 


Six hundred people may be sealed 


comfortably in the tanks, which will 
be lighled electrically. A chamber al 
each entrance will be equipped for 
reviving gas victims and a third in- 
ner room will be fitted as a hospital. 


In designing a refuge for 600 peo- 


ple, the builders calculated half of 
the 1,200 workers to be housed in the 
new dwelling would flee the cily in 
case if air raid warnings.
